Asian Nations Plan New Korean Move

countries met behind closed doors 
today to consider final terms of a 
new Korean peace plan. They were 
expected to submit the plan to the 
political committee of the UN As- 
sembly later in the day. 
India's Sir Senegal Rau, leader 


of the peace efforts, said he still 
had received no word from the 
Chinese Communists as to whether 
they would accept a previous ap- 
peal to halt at the 38th parallel. 
Plan Details Secret. 
: Details of the new plan were 
kept secret, but informed quarters 
said the resolution would Include 
an appeal for a cease-fire and prob- 
ably would urge creation ' of : a 


, demilitarized buffer zone along the 
38th parallel, old dividing line be- 
tween North and South Korea.

Contempt Term 
Is Tossed Out By 
Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON. 
Dec. 11—UP)— 
The. supreme court today threw 
out the contempt sentence given a 
grand jury witness who refused 
to answer questions about alleged 
Communist activities. 


An 8-0 decision overturned the 
one-year jail sentence imposed at 
•Denver on Mrs. Patricia Blauwho 
refused to answer the questions 
because she said she might in- 
criminate herself. 
Justice Black 
delivered 
the 
court's opinion, 
which 
Justice 


Clark took no part. 
In her appeal Mrs. Blau said 
that if she answered the ques- 
tions she might make herself lia- 
ble to prosecution under the 1940 
Smith act. 
That law makes it a 
crime to teach or advocate the 
violent overthrow of the govern- 
ment. 
Mrs. Blau pointed to the New 


ToTk conviction of 11 top Com- 
munist leaders under the act and 
claimed for herself the constitu- 
tional guarantee against self-in- 
ci'imination, 
Agreeing with 
her contention, 


Black said that provisions of the 
Smith act "made future prosecu- 
tion of Mrs. Blau far more than 
a mere imaginary possibility."

Natural Rubber 
Usage Is Slashed 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11— UP)— 
The government today ordered a 
cut on the use of natural rubber In 
new automobile tires. 
The National Production Author- 
ity announced that In January and 
February manufacturers must re- 
duce the consumption of natural 
rubber by 28 per cent from Novem- 
ber levels. 
The government 
quota set by 
NPA under a previous order was 
52,000 tons of natural rubber. The 
total amount of consumption of 
both natural and synthetic rubber 
for the month was 90,000 tons. 
NPA said Its January and Feb- 
ruary quotas —despite the reduc- 
tion in natural rubber uses—still 
remains at approximately 90,000 
tons. The cut-back in natural rub- 
ber allotments will be made up 
by additional supplies of synthetic 
rubber. 
/• 


Specifically, it said, the natural 
rubber quota will be 40,000 tons in 
January and 35,000 tons in Febru- 
ary. This represents a 28 per cent 
reduction for the two months be- 
low the 52,000-ton November allot- 
ment.'

British Troops With fixed Bayonets 
Move On Frenzied Malayan Rioters

SINGAPORE, 
Dec. 
11.—UP)— 
British troops with bayonets mov- 
ed into the riot-torn streets of Sing- 
apore tonight to battle fanatical 
mobs, stirred to a frenzy by the 
court fight between a Dutch moth- 
er and a Malayan nurse for cus- 
tody of a white child. 


Hundreds of soldiers in trucks 
raced through the downtown sec- 
tors where the mobs were battling 
police, attacking Europeans and 
overturning and burning automo- 
biles. 


Court Building Stormed. 


About 
5,000 Malayans stormed 


for three hours at the 
supreme 
court building, where a hearing 
was underway on an appeal to re- 
turn 
13-year-old, 
Bertha 
Maria 
Hertough, to her- Malay 
foster 


mother and her Moslem school- 
teacher husband. 


Then thousands of fanatic Mos- 


lems raged toward the Catholic 
convent, where the girl and her 
Dutch mother were reported in hid- 
ing. 


They 
threatened to kidnap the 


child and burn the convent "if It 
took all night." 


After eight hours, the mobi itlll, 


were throwing stones and bottles, 
beating up Europeans, especially 
Dutchmen, and attacking vehicles 


Kidnappings Reported. 
Several European women were 
attacked with bottles and sticks 
and a police officer said there were 
reports some white children had 
been kidnapped as hostages for 
Bertha. 


Shots were fired and tear gas 


bombs hurled as police battled to 
break up the mobs. Thousands of 
Moslems flocked to the big Sultan 
Mosque where priests told them the 
court decision giving custody of 
Bertha to her Dutch mother af- 
fronted and violated the Mohem- 
medan religion. 


Authorities feared the religious 
outbreak, at a time when the en- 
tire Far East is In a ferment, would 
gravely endanger security and of- 
fer an opportunity for Communist 
sabotage. 


Bertha was turned over to Mrs 


Adeline Hertogh nine days ago by 
the supreme court after a prolong- 
ed hearing in which Malayans, In- 
dians and Chinese displayed great 
Interest. The court also annulled

Basil O'Connor, president of the 
National Fundatlon for Infantile 
Paralysis, helped Texas March of 
Dimes leaders work out their strat- 
egy to meet next year's challenge. 


O'Connor reviewed what happen- 


ed in Texas "during 1^50, Ahen polio 
hit a new peak in this state, say- 
ing: 


"I mention this situation in Texas 


only to give you a picture of what 
happens in just one state in the 
course of a severe epidemic. 
At 


such a time, local economics go out 
the window. 
Huge amounts of 


money are needed to care for a case 
load that doubles and redoubles 
with every day that passes. 
"March of Dimes funds raised 


locally are never enough. 
More 


and more it becomes necessary to 
go outside the community and ask 
chapters in areas not severely af- 
fected to contribute what they can. 
Only by pooling all available re- 
sources on a national level can ev- 
ery community be guaranteed help 
when polio strikes in edidemic pro- 
portions." 
New Autopilot 
For Jets Listed 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11—(#)—A 


new automatic pilot 
being 
pro- 


duced for the air force can guide 
jet planes through good or bat', 
weather and mav even fire their 
guns aimed bv radar. 


The air force announced the de- 


vice, calling it "the first mechan- 
ism developed which can meet the 
high speed 
and maneuverability 


required to flv today's jet fight- 
ers." Automatic pilots are custom- 
ary in bombers and transports, 
but not fighters. 


The new robot pilot, called the 


F-5 Autopilot, was developed by 
Lear, Inc., of Grar.d Rapids, Mich'., 
in co-operation with the air ma- 
terial command. 


Once off the ground, the pilot 
can point his plane toward its goal 
and relax. To turn right or left, 
to climb or descend, he needs only 
two. tinv controls to perform all 
simple flying maneuvers. 
Lewis Needs Only 
To Use Telephone 
To Start Pay Talk

If he feels like it, John L. Lewis 
has only to pick up his telephone 
to start a movement for a fourth 
round wage increase for his coal 
miners. He has given rfo indica- 
tion of any plan to move before 
next spring, but he seldom tips 
his hand in advance. 


Only Two Spokesmen 


The industry is now so organ- 


ized that Lewis need only call Har- 
ry M. Moses, official 
spokesman 


for most of the commercial and 
steel companies' mines in north- 
ern and western fields, or Joseph 
E. Moody, head of the sotuhern 
group. Both have offices about 100 
yards from Lewis' 
United Mine 


Workers 
headquarters. 
The contracts covering most of 


the nation's hard and soft coal dig- 
gers don't expire until April 1, 1951. 
However, there is no bar to volun- 
tary wage increases if the oper- 
ators agree to them before con- 
trols are slapped on prices and 
wages. 


'Voluntary Concession' 


Most operators believe that since 
Lewis usually puts great emphasis 
on his contracts, he is more likely 
to ask for a voluntary concession 
than'to kick over the traces. The 
mine owners themselves insisted 
on a one-year reopening clause in

war.

some quiet, long-range studies are 
underway here which could be used 
if and when administration and 
diplomatic policies change. 
Expert Is Recalled 


Among other developments,

high ranking officer

the services who was an expert on 
guerrilla activities in the Far East 
during World War II has been 
brought back to Washington from 
an overseas assignment to help in 
the studies. 


Dispatches from the Far East 


suggest that a sizeable Nationalist 
guerrilla force exists

"The 
bullet came out the back of his 
head." 


Informed of the slaying, Cohen 


declared excitedly: 


"My god! My god! it's not so." 
The suave 
I^ummel long had 


been a close associate of Cohen. 
He occupied a 550,000 home on a 
densely wooded estate in fashion- 
able Laurel Canyon. 


His death brought to three 
the 


number of Cohen's intimates killed 
since 1948.

Louisiana And 
Texas Ordered To 
Give Accounting 


WASHINGTON, Dec.

The Supreme Court today ordered 
Texas and Louisiana to give an ac- 
counting of royalties they have ob- 
tained from submerged oil lands 
in the Gulf of Mexico. 
The accounting is to begin with 


last June 5—the date on which the 
court decided the Federal Govern- 
ment has top rights to lands un- 
der the marginal seas along the 
coast of the two- states. 
The accounting order was part 


of a decree issued by the Supreme 
Court to carry out its June ruling. 
The Justice Department had ask- 


ed that the accounting begin with 
June 23, 1947. That was the date

HACARTHUR SAYS UN UNITS 
REMAIN UNBEATEN; BIG FLEET 
IS REABY FOR EVENTUALITIES 


TOKYO, Deo. 11—(IP)—General MacArthur flew to Korea today for 


a hard look at his heavily-hit United Nations command. He said it re- 
mains unbeaten, relatively secure, and able to battle the Chinese hordes. 


His secret visit to both the northwest and northeast fronts came as 


the last elements of 25,000 bone-cold, unshaven American Marines and 
Doughboys streamed down onto the Hamhung coastal plain from a series 
of Red traps near Changjin reservoir. 


A huge fle«t stood off Hamhng's port of Hungnam. But whether It 


would evacuate the weary, outnumbered U. S. 10th Corps units in the 
northeast remained to be seen. The northwest front was relatively quiet. 
First Marines 
Suffer 30 Pet. 
Loss In Retreat 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 


The Marine Corps announced to- 
dav that the First Marine divis- 
ion suffered more than 30 per cent 
casualties In Its desperate and suc- 
cessful fight to break out of a 
Chinese trap In Korea. 
This Implies possibly 6,000 to 


7,000 casualties In the three infan- 
trv regiments making up the di- 
vision although the Marine corps 
gave no specific figure. 


Frostbite Included 


The casualties include those tak- 


en out of action bv frostbite. 
Gen. Clifton B. Coates, command- 


ant of the Marine Corps, announced 
he has received a report from Lt. 
Gen. 
Lemuel C. Sheppard,

Republicans Still 
Unable To Agree 
On Acheson Move 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11— UP)— 


Republican leaders failed today to 
reach any decision on a proposal 
by Senator Ives of New York that 
senate Republicans declare 
"no 
confidence" in Secretary of State 
Acheson and demand his Imme- 
diate ouster. 
In a closed door meting, a four- 
man subcommittee of the senate 
Republican policy committee con- 
sidered a resolution drafted 
by 
Ives calling for Acheson'a remov- 
al. Ives told reporters afterward 
that they reached no conclusion 
at all. 
A resolution by Ives for Ache- 
sons' ouster was considered by the 
senate Republican policy commit- 
tee last week and then checked 
to the subcommittee for consider- 
ation. 
The subsommlttee, in turn, 


Is expected to make a recommen- 
dation to the 43 senators making 
up the GOP conference. 
Ives said another subcommittee 


meetino- will be held Tuesday. 
Despite apparent conviction of 


a majority of the 43 Republican 
senators that Acheson ought 
to 
step out, Ives hinted there may be 
no formal party call for such ac- 
tion. 
Instead, 
the 
Republicans 


might condemn policies they re- 
gard as bad ones and plug 
for 
new ones behind which both par- 
ties could unite.

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ON ATOMIC ASSAULT 


Despite the bellicose talk 


about it which has been 
heard in some circles, most 
Americans are not prepared 
in mind for the use of the 
atomic bomb. This was clear- 
ly indicated in the reactions 
to President Truman's press 
conference statement that 
use of the bomb in Korea, as 
one of our weapons, was be- 
ing considered. The state- 
ment was almost stunning to 
many Americans. It seems 
also to have stunned our al- 
lies. 


There is some sincere be- 


lief that we 
should 
flatly 


forego the use of the bomb 
for moral reasons. This ar- 
gument is the most difficult 
to rationalize, and the most 
.dangerous to our world po- 
sition. The choice between 
the rifle and the 
atomic 


bomb is no more a moral 
one than the choice between 
the rifle and the bow and 
arrow. Once war has begun, 
questions 
of 
the 
relative 


morality of weapons become 
academic. But a general be- 
lief in other capitals of the 
world that we would be re- 
strained by moral consider- 
ations from use of the atom- 
ic bomb would de'stroy any 
usefulness of the bomb as a 
threat. It would then become 
of value only if exploded. 


The use of the bomb would 


be a highly significant step, 
for1 it would signal - unmis- 
takably the end of any pe- 
riod of limited effort in the 
Korea enterprise. It is a very 
serious question whether we 
are justified in placing a po- 
litical limit on the effective- 
ness of that effort. If we do 
not want to win in Korea, 
and win at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, why are we 
there? 
• The decision boils down to 
a military one_. The atomic 
bomb is too significant, too 
destructive and too costly to 
be used casually. Yet if the 
.•situation arises in which the 
use of the bomb is clearly in- 
dicated for strategic and tac- 
tical reasons, 
both Ameri- 


cans and others should know, 
that neither 
political nor 


moral demurrals are likely 
to override the military de- 
cision. The political and mil- 
itary objectives are, after 
all, the same. And it is more 
moral to attempt to end a 
war 
than to p r o 1 o n g it. 


Would the atomic bomb end 
the war or s p r e a d it? 
There's the rub.

No commu- 
nity and no country can de- 
velop farther than have the 
individuals composing them.

Temperatures at timca plunged

The Marine retreat began Nov. 


28 from the flea-bitten village of 
Yudam west of Changjin reservoir.

Five days later the Marines, bad- 


ly battered, reached Hagaru south 
of the reservoir. There they join- 
ed other Marine units and Dough- 
boys who had fought down from 
Changjin's eastern shores. 


"Bloodiest Battle of War"

Koto, six or seven miles south, 
[or 24 hours, Macbeth said, they 
fought one of the bloodiest battles 
of the Korean war.

This doesn't mean the U. S. would 
necessarily sit idly bv if all other 
efforts, including UN negotiations 
and mediation attempts by other 
nations, fall.

A-Bomb Questionable

self in the "ridiculous rjositlon of 
having to buv wool abroad in com- 
petition with Russia and our do- 
mestic market." 
Tho retiring president 
of the 


National Wool Growers Asoclatlon 
said America played into Russia's 
hands bv falling to stockpile wool- 
en cloth. 
In commenting on a report bv 


Sen. Lyndon Johnson's prepared, 
ness committee that 
a 
critical 


wool shortage now exists at a time 
when soldiers fighting in Korea 
need warm clothing, he said: 
"I asked the munitions board in 


1948 and again in 1949 to stockpile 
wool, but they only replied that 
wool was not a strategic material." 


Now, he said, the army has ask- 


ed the department of agriculture 
to buv 30,000,000 pounds by next 
October. 
"This means we must buy It from 


Australia in competition with Rus- 
sia and since June, Russian orders 
have spearpointed almost all raises 
In wool prices." 


Vaughn said he doesn't think 


Russia needs to buy Australian 
wool—that he thinks Russia has 
been stockpiling wool since 1936 
But he said the five ner cent of 
the Australian output that Russia 
has bought has been enough t" 
make the price go up. 


"Russia Is only trying to wreck 


our economy," he declared. 


Vaughn was to address a live- 


stock conference at the American 
Farm Bureau Federation conven- 
tion today.
